MINER — “ There are many problems facing the 
(Missouri) legislators but there is only one that is not 
solvable 
in

Missouri 
State Rep. Tony 
Heckemeyer of the 157th district told 25 county officials 
from 10 Southeast Missouri counties Saturday at the 
Ramada Inn. 
Heckemeyer identified the difficult problem as the 
“ working relationship between the state (of Missouri) and 
the federal government". 
Heckemeyer said: 
“ If an intelligible approach is not taken, it could mean 
the end of state government.We must have a better 
working relationship with Washington and it has to be a 
two-way relationship.” 
He cited an example: 
“ The federal government wanted Missouri to spend $10 
million to beautify Missouri roads. Now I’m all for 
beautifying the roadways, but we d id n ’t have the money 
and 
we 
told 
them 
(planners 
in 
Washington) 
so. 
Washington replied that we had better come up with the 
m oney or they will hold out the highway funds for the 
next year. Gentlemen, th a t’s blackmail pure and simple." 
Heckmeyer explained that Missouri had to balance its 
budget to the penny while the U. S. government used a 
flexible budget. 
“ When the federal government runs short on money, 
they just 
float 
more 
money 
through, even with a 
conservative president,” he said. " T h a t’s soft money, but 


that doesn't help Missouri with its hard m oney.” 
The Missouri representative told the association of 
county judges and other county officials that many bills 
have been passed by the legislature of county interest. He 
said it is a responsibility of the counties now to destroy all 
marijuana plants and that a building east off Sikeston that 
used to be a rest camp for migrant workers will be sold at 
an auction. 
Heckemeyer said that a bill is forthcoming to set up 
ambulance service county wide. 
He told the audience that Missouri is the third lowest 
taxed state in the union and that Missouri has the fifth 
largest road system. 
Tom Gilmore, Scott county Preosecuting Attorney, 
addressed the county officials on the Bootheel Planning 
Commission and the Law Enforcement Assistance Council 
at Malden.

Scott County Judge Les Lankford presided at the 
meeting and Scott County Judge Louis Hirschowitz told 
county officials about Scott county.

Nurses Are Mothers in Pediatrics

“ You 
treat 
the 
parents 
along 
with 
the 
children,” 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Jean 
Lowe, 
registered nurse, supervisor of the pediatrics unit 
at Missouri Delta Community Hospital. 
"Most 
parents 
are 
very 
anxious," 
she 
continued, “ and we encourage them to stay. But 
we d o n ’t expect the parents to take care of the 
children.” 
She explained that the p a re n t, rather than the 
nurse, may bathe and feed the child if he prefers. 
When children 
are 
first brought into the 
pediatrics ward, “ We show them the playroom 
and the television,” she said. “ We d o n ’t put them 
right to bed unless they are ill.” 
“ Medically 
speaking, 
the 
thinking 
has 
changed,” Harold Jones, administrator said. “ It 1* 
not considered necessary to be in bed unless 
there is a reason. The child is kept up if at all 
possible.” 
When a child is placed in an isolation room 
because he has contracted a contagious disease, 
the parents especially are encouraged to stay. A 
child jn isolation cannot move around and he 


becomes lonely in a room by himself. 
“ We have to keep the child mentally healthy 
as well as physically healthy," Jones commented. 
Nurses must wear masks and gowns when 
treating children with contagious diseases, to 
prevent their spread, 
” We have had more isolations this year than in 
the four years I have been here due *0 measles,” 
the registered nurse said. 
A 
different 
form 
o f 
isolation 
is 
the 
environment provided a premature baby. The 
premature 
nursery 
in 
the 
pediatrics 
unit is 
primarily for children born out of the hospital 
Those born in the hospital are kept in the 
obstetrical ward. 
A small glass box with a tiny bed inside, called 
an isolette, provides the proper environment for 
the premature baby. 
"A wire attached to the tum m y and connected 
to the iaolette adjusts tem perature in the isolette 
to body tem perature at all tim es,” Mrs. Lowe 
said. 
Since 
respiratory 
distress 
is 
a 
com m on 
problem among these infants, an apnea monitor, 
nnected to the baby by tiny sensors placed on 
r 


the chest under each aim, sound* an alarm when 
he stop* breathing. 
Other than premature babies, it is a rare thing 
to have a life-threatening situation in pediatrics, 
Jones said, “One of the elements of treatment is 
love. ” 
“ The children that are seemingly not wanted 
by anyone are special,” he continued. 
Mrs. Lowe cited the case of one typically 
frightened little boy who came to the hospital 
before Christmas. After he became familiar with 
the staff in pediatrics, the underprivileged child 
cried when he had to go home. 
“ 1 w on’t get any corn flakes in the mornings,” 
Mrs. Lowe quoted him as saying. 
“ It still gives me goosebumps," she said 
“ We see many children that don't have any 
home life,’’ Jones said. “The nurse* in pediatrics 
fell in love with one little boy. They were just 
like his family. When he died it really tore 
every body up.” 
Mrs. Lowe said that sometimes she hates to see 
the children leuve 
“There have been some that 1 would have 
added to my own family,’’ she explained. 


“ It s not all sad," she added, “ you can laugh 
every day, too, because there’s always something 
funny." 
A routine day tor a child in pediatrics includes 
play in the playroom and 
nap time in the 
afternoon. 
“ Our whole playroom is donated by civic 
groups and families,” Mrs Lowe said, “ but right 
now the toys are about worn o u t." 
On Mondays, C 
L. Blanton, Jr., personally 
delivers suckers to each pediatrics patient. When 
all injection must be administered, a child’s smile 
often turns to a frown. 
“ \ o u can tell the children that have been 
scared (by their parents) before they com e here. 
1 hey are afraid of white. y*ually they are more 
scared of the nurse, because the doctor doesn’t 
give shots or take temperature*,’’ Mrs. Lowe said 
“ I never tell them the shot w o n ’t hurt. I say it 
will hurt for a short time. I d o n ’t lie to the child. 
Y ou’d be surprised how good they are.” 
When asked how personnel for pediatrics is 
chosen, Mrs. Lowe explained: 
“T here’s just a certain type that works in 
pediatrics. What you have to be is a m other.”

MENACE OF SHORT 
MEMORIES 
A poor memory may have been a blessing in the 
days when life was short and most people lived close to 
the personal tragedy of losing loved ones to various 
dread diseases. Now, however, a short memory can 
mean loss of the sense of values essential to 
perpetuation of present-day health and living standards 
- a fact that is made only too clear in advertisement of 
a large 
pharmaceutical 
company. 
It is entitled 
“Forgotten Killers” and tells how, not long ago, an 
eleven-year-old Boston boy was asked if he knew who 
discovered the vaccine that has virtually wiped out 
polio .The boy replied, ‘‘What’s polio?”. The company 
sponsoring the advertisement is one of those who 
manufactured the Salk vaccine on a mass-production 
scale so that there was widespread availability of it by 
1955. It is part of the industry that politicians over the 
past ten years have taken delight in attacking, while 
the public takes its lifesaving products for granted. 
There are a lot of other diseases that were part of 
“normal life” a few years ago and have been controlled 
or eliminated with the help of the research and 
manufacturing facilities of the U. S. pharmaceutical 
industry. These include scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
diabetes, mastoiditis, and pernicious anemia. On the 
matter of drug costs, a favorite target of critics, the 
drug company advertisement said, “Much is heard 
these days about the ‘high cost of drugs.’ Yet the 
average American spends less than one cent of each 
dollar of his disposable income on prescription drugs - 
that’s less than one fifth as much as he spends on 
liquor and tobacco.” If it were not for the menace of 
short 
memories, 
prescription 
drugs 
would 
be 
recognized for what they are - creations of science and 
industry that have made it possible to alleviate human 
suffering on an unprecedented scale. Certainly they are 
among the best buys on the market today.

GROWTH OF GOVERNMENT 
INCREASES 
“In the past five years the growth rate of 
government in the United States has accelerated,” 
Alfred 
Parker, 
Executive 
Director 
of 
the 
Tax 
Foundation, Inc., told members of the European 
Taxpayers Association. “Tax revenues hgve risen by 
nearly 70 per cent. During this same five-yeair period, 
our gross national product is expected to rise only 
about 46 per cent. 
“Thus taxes have grown one and one-half times as 
fast as the expansion in our economic base,” Mr. 
Parker said. “The central government now collects 
about two-thirds of all taxes (though it gives back 
increasingly larger shares to lower levels). Of the 
remaining third, about half is collected by the 50 
states; and the other half by some 71,000 local taxing 
jurisdictions.”

NO RUSH JOB POSSIBLE 
Vast government outlays and crash programs can 
sometimes achieve miracles in a short time and have 
encouraged the wide belief that if only enough money 
is spent a problem can be licked. It has been in just such 
a spirit that much- legislation concerning federal 
involvement in health care has been passed. The 
country is now learning that there are some things that 
cannot be achieved instantly at any price - among 
these is medical education. 
An editorial in The Journal of the American Medical 
Association points out that the length of time between 
the conception of a medial school and graduation of 


its first class is about 10 years. The Journal went on to 
comment, "... many persons, inside and outside the 
AMA, recognized 10 or more years ago that the supply 
of physicians would not be adequate and were exerting 
strong pressures for increase in the numbers of schools 
and increase in the size of existing schools. At that 
time it was extremely difficult to arouse much support 
or enthusiasm from the public or the profession. 
Today it is easy to get both the public and the 
profession aroused to the need for more physicians, 
and naturally enough they want them immediately. 
Most do not realize that plans have been in the making 
for many years which will increase the numbers of 
graduates and that it is not really possible to produce 
sudden 
increases 
in 
numbers 
without 
seriously 
endangering quality.” 
The medical profession under the active leadership 
of the AMA is working to expand the physician 
population as rapidly as possible. Graduates of medical 
schools an* steadily increasing. Of equal importance to 
those who will some day be patients of present-day 
medical students, leaders of the medical profession are 
working just as diligently to preserve the traditional 
high standards of American medicine.

TIME TO COMPARE

problems and are making progress. The question is, do 
all 
these 
problems 
result from our system of 
government and private enterprise? Are they the fault 
of the establishment 
- as the communists, the 
malcontents 
and 
their 
sympathizers 
tell 
us? 
Undoubtedly, there will be great changes in the next 
decade. But, before discounting the past as wholly 
lacking in accomplishment, and for the sake of 
perspective, we should take stock and compare. 
Nation’s Business, in brief editorial, does just that 
with respect to our chief competitor and critic, the 
Soviet Union. It observes: “Every time Russia makes 
an advance in space, or whatever, there’s new talk that 
the communists are about to ‘overtake’ us. Let’s put 
that in perspective. If we wanted to match the Soviet 
economy we’d have to: Tear down 60 per cent of our 
homes. Demolish 60 per cent of our steel mills. Rip up 
two thirds of our railroad tracks. Destroy nine out of 
every 10 telephones. And reduce our standard of living 
a full 60 per cent. Maybe we should spend less time 
worrying about their system and concentrate on 
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preserving ours.

WHAT HAPPENS NOW? 
The terms managed economy and new economics 
have 
indicated 
to laymen that economists and 
government experts were perfecting methods of 
maintaining something like perpetual prosperity - or 
some sort of equilibrium so that no one need fear “bad 
times”. 
A late issue of Newsweek devotes it business and 
finance section to the question of whether Mr. Nixon 
can stop inflation without recession. The main thing 
that the Newsweek piece shows is the hopeless 
disagreement that prevails among experts. Economists 
have 
developed 
a 
new 
language 
that, 
while 
entertaining, does little to enlighten the person whose 
savings, livelihood and future are tied inseparably to 
the value of the dollar in his pocket. 
Economic planners and the juggling of government 
spenders have succeeded in wiping out something like 
two thirds of the value of our money over the past 30 
years or so. What happens now may be a game to the 
economists and the experts, no two of which can agree 
on the future of inflation. But, it is deadly serious 
business to the individual citizen who must still try to 
make both ends meet just as he has since the beginning 
of time.

WASHINGTON-The 
secret 
Pentagon papers show that the 
Johnson Administration wasn’t 
always honest with the public 
about what was happening in 
Vietnam. 
The deception, dismayingly, 
is still going on. 
We have tried to go beyond 
the 
secret 
history 
of 
the 
Vietnam War, contained in the 
Pentagon Papers, to find out 
how the Nixon Administration 
is handling the war. Here are 
our findings, based on current 
secret documents: 
Administration spokesmen 
have boasted repeatedly that 
the incursions into Cambodia 
and Laos have cut off enemy 
supplies and disrupted their 
operations. Secret intelligence 
reports show, on the contrary, 
that the Viet Cong merely have 
re v e rte d 
to 
protracted, 
hit-and-run 
guerrilla warfare. 
They 
are 
concentrating 
on 
rebuilding their underground 
organization, 
over-running 
o u t p o s t s , 
a ssa ssin a tin g 
anti-communist 
leaders 
and 
re-indoctrinating 
villagers. 
Their strength is expected to 
surpass in the 1970s what it 
was in the 1960s. Some secret 
documents 
actually 
predict 
that the communists will take 
over all of Vietnam by 1976, 
iro n ic a lly , 
th e 
200th 
anniversary of the American 
Revolution. 
-BOMBING PLANS- 
President 
Nixon 
has 
emphasized that he is winding 
down 
the 
war. 
The 
secret 
documents 
show, 
however, 
that he has been under pressure 
from military chiefs to expand 
the 
war 
just 
as 
President 
Johnson was. 
They 
have 
sought, 
in 
particular, to resume bombing 
North Vietnam. This has been 
pushed 
most vigorously 
by 
Admiral 
John 
McCain, 
the 
Pacific Commander, who tried 
to sell the President on the idea 
in Honolulu in April 1970, and 
again at San Clemente in May, 
1970. 
Afterwards, 
McCain 
complained in a secret message 
to General Earl Wheeler, then 
the Joint Chiefs chairman, that 
N ix o n 
h a d n ’t 
b e e n 
“ responsive” but that White 
House national security adviser 
Henry Kissinger had been more 
reasonable. 
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The President finally came 
a ro u n d , 
and 
top-secret 
contingency plans were drawn 
up last October by General 
C reig h to n 
Abrams, 
the 
American 
commander 
in 
V ietn am . 
T hese 
w ere 
transmitted to the Pentagon on 
October 17. They offer options 
for a three-day, seven-day, or 
ten-day aerial assault upon the 
north, including the bombing 
and 
mining 
of 
Haiphong 
harbor. 
Ever since 
the 
U.S. 
withdrawal from 
Cambodia 
ayear ago, official spokesmen 
have insisted that no American 
ground 
troops have crossed 
into Cambodia or Laos. The 
truth is that MACSOG teams, 
composed 
of 
U.S. 
special 
forces and South Vietnamese 
rangers, continued 
to make 
raids into both countries. 
The secret messages referred 
to the Cambodian raids by the 
code name “Salem House,” to 
the Laos raids as “ Prairie Fire.” 
Unhappily, the raiders often 
found the enemy waiting for 
them 
and 
suffered 
severe 
casualties. 
None 
of 
the 
Americans killed in these raids 
were included in the official 
casualty lists. The raids finally 
were halted last November. 
-SECRET OPERATION- 
The drive into Laos to cut 
off the Ho Chi Minh supply 
line 
was 
described 
to

American people as a limited 
South 
Vietnamese operation. 
Actually, 
it was part of a 
coordinated military operation, 
involving

hundred 
thousand 
men, 
throughout 
Indochina. 
American-led Kha tribesmen 
drove through southern Laos 
to help the South Vietnemese 
cut off the supply line. Meo 
tribesmen, 
also 
under 
U.S. 
direction, 
opened an attack 
upon 
North 
Vietnamese 
positions 
in 
northern 
Laos. 
Even the Royal Lao Forces 
took the offensive in some 
areas. 
In Cambodia, both S outh' 
Vietnamese 
and 
Cambodian 
troops 
stepped 
up 
their 
operations. 
And 
in 
South 
Vietnam, 
government troops 
opened 
a 
general 
offensive 
against 
known 
guerrilla 
strongholds. 
President Nixon was kept

York:--The 
growing 
militancy of municipal workers 
across the country has become 
part of the painful mix of 
problems

has 
permanently 
changed

nature of city labor relations. 
Militancy

Q. You recently answered a 
reader's question about spoiled 
eggs, which she had found in 
some purchased at a discount 
store. You did not inform her 
it was impossible to have seen 
signs of a baby chick hatching 
from one of the eggs.

have no feathers - just down 
on their skin. Your answer was 
to buy only eggs carrying the

S.

Agriculture marking showing 
they

graded for quality and size. 
This sidestpes the question. 
A. On the 
contrary, 
the 
question 
related 
to 
the 
possibility of there having been 
no prior inspection of the eggs, 
and my answer pointed out the 
necessary things to look for to 
make sure of this. 
According 
to 
the official 
U SD A text on egg grading, 
under "Loss Eggs,” eggs which 
have been left too long under 
incubation 
temperatures, can 
contain 
embryo 
chicks, 
sometimes 
actually 
read 
to 
hatch. U SD A inspection would 
eliminate these. Unethical or 
ignorant selling would not. 


Q. Is it true that no-lead 
gasoline cannot be used in a car 
such as mine (1964 Chevrolet) 
without damaging it? I would 
like very much to assist in 
reducing air-pollution but my

no-lead 
gasoline will not work in my 
car.
